Health  Minister  on  Hospital  Organisation. 

■ — Speaking  at  a  meeting  of  the  council  of 
King  Edward's  Hospital  Fund  for  London, 
held  at  the  House  of  Lords  on  December  15, 
the  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Ernest  Brown, 
M.P.)  dealt  with  Assumption  B  of  the 
Beveridge  Report  (see  C.  <S-  D.,  December 
12,  p.  601).  He  recalled  his- own  announce- 
ment, in  October  1941,  of  the  Government's 
intention 'to  secure,  by  means  of  a  compre- 
hensive hospital  service,  appropriate  treat- 
ment for  all  who  needed  it.  He  also  said 
that  it  was  intended  to  maintain  the 
principle  that,  in  general,  patients  should 
make  a  reasonable  payment  towards  the 
cost.  The  Beveridge  Report  recognised 
that  the  question  of  patients'  contributions 
and  of  contributory  schemes  could  be  de- 
cided only  in  relation  to  the  whole  problem 
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of  the  organisation  of  hospital  services. 
While  it  was  too  early  yet  to  determine  the 
shape  of  that  policy  no  one  could  be  more 
alive  than  he  was  to  the  value  of  the  prac- 
tical work  done  in  the  past,  and  being  done 
now,  by  the  various  contributory  schemes ; 
and  also  to  their  potentialities  for  the  future 
— particularly  if  they  could  converge  a 
little  more  on  to  more  uniform  paths — for 
example,  in  matters  of  their  rates  of  pay- 
ment to  hospitals  and  in  their  readiness  to 
extend  those  payments  equally  to  any 
hospital,  wherever  situated,  to  which  the 
medical  needs  of  a  patient  made  it  desirable 
to  send  him.  The  council  of  the  Fund  had 
been  putting  a  good  deal  of  useful  effort 
into  the  questions  of  contributory  schemes 
in  London  and  the  better  correlation  of 
their  activities.  They  would  be  well  advised 
to  go  ahead  with  this — perhaps  particularly 
on  the  two  aspects  which  he  had  just 
instanced — and  their  progress  would  cer- 
tainly be  of  interest  to  him.

Inquest. — At  Liverpool,  on  December  14, 
a  verdict  that  Sir  Henry  John  Delves 
Broughton,  who  was  found  unconscious 
in  his  bedroom  at  a  Liverpool  hotel,  com- 
mitted suicide  by  taking  medinal  whilst 
the  balance  of  his  mind  was  disturbed,  was 
returned.  According  to  police  evidence 
there  had  been  found  in  Sir  Delves's  suite 
a  glass  tube  and  the  label  indicating  thai 
it  had  contained  medinal,  a  pestle  and 
mortar,  two  hypodermic  syringes,  and  foui 
packets  of  insulin.  In  the  empty  firegrate 
a  small  package  addressed  to  Sir  Delves 
and  beating  the  name  of  a  local  chemist 
On  the  package  was  the  instructior 
"  Tablets  :  Take  one  at  night."  The  chemisi 
had  showed  witness  the  prescription  giver 
by  a  local  doctor  as  a  result  of  which  Sii 
Delves  had  been  supplied  with  ten  medina 
tablets.  Professor  W.  H.  Roberts,  Liverpool 
city  analyst,  said  death  was  due  to  bar- 
bitone  poisoning — deceased  must  have 
taken  not  less  than  sixty  grains. 

North    Down    Chemists'  Association.— 

At  a  meeting  of  the  North  Down  Chemists 
Association  held  in  Bangor,  co.  Down,  or 
November  25,  the  following  officers  were 
unanimously  re-elected:  Messis.  Roberl 
Morrow,  Newtownards,  President;  S.  H 
Forrest,  Bangor,  Vice-president ;  and  R 
Hall,  Bangor,  Secretary.  Mr.  R.  McCutcheon 
Bangor,  was  elected  Treasurer.  A  feature 
of  the  meeting  was  an  exchange  of  idea; 
on  prescription-pricing.  It  was  pointec 
out  by  the  secretary  (who  had  drawn  up  c 
table  of  figures  to  illustrate  his  statement' 
that  the  average  overhead  expense  incurrec 
by  compounding  a  simple  8-oz.  mixture  waf 
at  least  gd.  This  did  not  include  a  pro 
fessional  fee,  nor  any  charge  for  the 
ingredients  or  the  container.  It  was  agreec 
that  this  amount  was  an  extremely  modes' 
estimate,  some  of  the  members  expressing 
the  opinion  that  it  was  "ridiculously  low.' 
As  a  result  of  the  discussion  members  fel 
that  prices  at  present  obtaining  in  Nortl 
Down  for  simple  mixtures  should  be  in 
creased.  The  price  charged  for  each  pre 
scription  should  be  carefully  considered 
The  introduction  of  a  certain  proprietarj 
by  a  non-Chemists'  Friends  manufacture] 
was  discussed.  It  was  unanimously  agreec 
that  members  should  not  encourage  th< 
sale  of  this  by  display.  The  secretary  wa: 
requested  to  advise  the  Ulster  Chemists 
Association  of  this  decision  and  to  asl 
that  they  should  give  the  matter  thei: 
attention. 
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TOILET  PREPARATIONS  ORDER 


"he  Toilet  Preparations  Order  for  the  next 
[uota  period  becomes  operative  on  January 

1943.  The  following  changes  are  made  : — 

The  Restriction  Period. — The  next  re- 
triction  period  will  last  until  June  30, 
943,  but  registered  persons  will  not  be 
)ermitted  to  supply  more  than  half  their 
[uotas  by  March  31,  1943. 

Quotas. — The  quota  for  all  controlled 
;oilet  preparations,  including  rouge  and 
ouge  powder  but  excluding  face  powder 
md  toilet  dusting  powders,  will  be  on  the 
jasis  of  20  per  cent,  until  June  30,  1943 ; 
;he  registered  person  may  supply  10  per 
;ent.  of  his  supplies  in  the  standard  period. 
This  will  be  increased  to  50  per  cent,  per 
mnum  (25  per  cent,  during  the  coming 
•estriction  period)  by  special  licences  which 
ivill  be  issued  to  firms  taking  part  in 
ipproved  re-concentratioh  schemes  in 
ireas  having  no  outstanding  demand  for 
abour  or  space  for  essential  production. 
Registered  manufacturers  whose  quotas  for 
these  preparations  are  less  than  ^250  during 
the  restriction  period  will  nevertheless  be 
permitted  to  supply  up  to  this  amount,  of 
which  not  more  than  /125  may  be  supplied 
in  the  first  three  months,  that  is,  up  to 
March  31,  1943.  The  quota  for  face  powder 
b,nd  toilet  dusting  powder  (excluding  rouge 
^nd  rouge  powder)  will  be  on  the  basis 
of  65  per  cent,  per  annum  of  supplies 
in  the  standard  period  (i.e.,  32^^  per  cent, 
during  the  next  restriction  period)  for 
iall  registered  firms,  whether  or  not  they 
ipossess  a  nucleus  certificate,  under  similar 
Iconditions. 

Unregistered  Manufacturers. — -  Unregis- 
tered firms  will  continue  to  be  able  to 
supply  toilet  preparations  of  their  own 
manufacture  across  their  own  counter  at 
the  rate  of  13s.  4d.  per  month,  but  this 
amount  must  include  face  and  toilet 
dusting  powders  of  their  own  manufacture. 

Hair  Preparations.  —  The  manufacture 
for  either  home  trade  or  export  of  hair 
preparations  containing  petroleum  products 
will  be  prohibited  except  under  licence : 
this  prohibition  extends  to  hair  creams, 
solid  and  liquid  brilliantine,  anti-scurf 
preparations,  setting  lotion,  etc.,  and  all 
other  hair  preparations  except  shampoos, 
depilatories,  and  hair  dyes.  Stocks  of  hair 
preparations  already  manufactured  may  be 
supplied  by  manufacturers  within  the  limits 
of  their  quotas.  The  Board  of  Trade,  how- 
ever, will  consider  giving  licences  to  regis- 
tered manufacturers  to  use  for  hair  prepara- 
tions stocks  of  petroleum  products  already 


in  their  possession  where  it  is  established 
that  these  cannot  be  used  for  more  essential 
purposes.  Such  supplies  will  count  against 
quota.  Registered  manufacturers  wishing 
to  apply  for  such  licences  should  give  the 
following  particulars  before  January  15, 
1943.  (i)  Weight  of  stocks  of  petroleum 
products  on  December  31,  1942,  for  all 
purposes,  distinguishing  separately  any 
stock  already  mixed  with  other  ingredients  ; 
(2)  average  rate  of  monthly  usage  during 
1942  of  petroleum  products  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  "prohibited"  hair  prepara- 
tions ;  (3)  average  rate  of  monthly  usage 
during  1942  of  petroleum  products  in  the 
manufacture  of  other  toilet  preparations ; 

(4)  percentage  use,  by  weight,  of  petroleifm 
products  contained  in  each  finished  product. 

(5)  Stocks  on  December  31,  1942,  of  com- 
pleted hair  preparations  of  the  "prohibited  " 
types,  by  weight  and  value:  (a)  in  a  form 
for  sale  to  the  public,  and  {b)  in  bulk  goods. 

Other  Prohibitions.— No  toilet  prepar- 
ations containing  more  than  one-half 
per  cent,  by  weight  of  the  following  ma- 
terials may  be  manufactured  except  under 
licence :  Acetone,  butyl  alcohol,  butyl 
acetate,  amyl  acetate,  amyl  alcohol,  me- 
thanol, ethyl  acetate.  The  Board  will  be 
prepared,  on  application,  to  consider  the 
issue  of  licences  where  manufacturers 
already  hold  store  stocks  of  the  above- 
mentioned  raw  materials.  Applications, 
which  must  be  submitted  before  January 
15,  1943,  must  state:  (i)  Quantity  of  each 
raw  material  held  in  stock,  distinguishing 
separately  any  stock  already  mixed  with 
other  ingredients ;  (ii)  percentage  use  (by 
weight  or  volume)  of  prohibited  raw 
materials  normally  contained  in  each  fin- 
ished product ;  (iii)  stocks,  by  quantity 
and  value,  on  December  31,  1942,  of 
completed  toilet  preparations  containing 
the  prohibited  raw  materials  in  excess  of 
half  per  cent.,  distinguishing  separately: 
(a)  stocks  in  a  form  suitable  for  sale  to  the 
public  ;   (b)  stocks  in  bulk. 

Packing. — The  regulations  will  be  tight- 
ened so  that  during  the  next  restriction 
period  no  one  unless  licensed  to  do  so  may 
pack  toilet  preparations,  except  the  manu- 
facturer who  packs  bulk  goods  of  his  own 
manufacture  or  the  retailer  who  repacks  at 
the  time  of  sale. 

Shampoos  and  Baby  Powder. — Licences 
to  supply  additional  quantities  of  shampoos 
and  baby  powder  will  be  considered  on 
application.  Copies  of  the  Order  (S.  R.  &  O. 
1942,  No.  2605)  will  shortly  be  available.

Dietitians'  Registration  Proposed. — A  Bill 
to  provide  for  registration  of  dietitians  is 
before  the  Victorian  Parliament. 

South  Australia  Pharmacy  Bill. — A  pro- 
vision new  in  pharmacy  legislation  in 
Australia  is  proposed  in  a  Bill  to  amend  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  South  Australia  now 
before  the  House  of  Assembly,  i.e.  that 
a  person  shall  not  practise  as  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  except  under  his  own  name. 
Companies  already  registered  will  be 
prohibited  from  trading  under  any  other 
names  except  those  under  which  they  were 
formed,  incorporated,  or  registered.  Part- 
nerships will  not  be  permitted  to  carry  on 
business  except  under  a  firm  name  consisting 
of  the  names  of  the  partners. 

Gauze  Shortage  in  Australia. — A  Control 
of  Medical  Equipment  Order  issued 
recently  by  the  Commonwealth  Govern- 
ment makes  it  illegal  to  use  gauze  or  ban- 
dage cloth  for  other  than  medical  or  surgical 
purposes,  among  which  the  Medical  Equip- 
ment Control  Committee  does  not  regard 
the  use  of  gauze  for  sanitary  towels  as 
being  included.  A  shortage  of  sanitary 
towels  has  occurred,  not  from  official 
restrictions  but  from  shipping  difficulties, 
and  steps  have  been  taken  to  obtain  mate- 
rials for  their  manufacture  in  Australia. 
Even  then  production  is  expected  to  be 
insufficient  for  the  country's  needs,  and 
chemists  are  being  requested  to  ask 
customers  to  use  towelling  or  sheeting 
wrapped  round  cotton  wool,  the  covering 
material  to  be  washed  for  re-use. 

Indian  Chemical  Policy.— The  committee 
of  the  Indian  Chemical  Manufacturers' 
Association  recently  met  the  Director- 
General,  Indian  Medical  Services,  at  the 
Association's  office,  Mr.  J.  N.  Lahiri  presid- 
ing. Discussion  took  place  on  the  manufac- 
ture at  Government  medical  stores  depots, 
following  official  research  work,  of  drugs 
and  chemicals  already  being  produced  in 
the  country ;  on  the  necessity  of  early 
enforcement  of  the  Drugs  Act,  1941 ;  on 
the  quinine  supply  position ;  and  on 
imports  by  the  Government  of  essential 
basic  materials  required  by  the  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  industries  in  India. 
The  Director-General  gave  a  sympathetic 
hearing  on  all  these  matters,  and  gave  an 
assurance  that  the  Government  was  taking 
steps  to  regulate  the  supply  of  quinine. 
A  list  of  the  essential  chemicals  and  drugs 
that  needed  to  be  imported  was  in  course 
of  preparation.

South  Africa  Restricts  Quinine. — Quinim 
and  its  salts  may  from  now  on  be  used  in  thi 
Dominion  for  three  purposes  only — as  a 
antimalarial  agent,  as  an  ingredient  o: 
quinine  and  urea  hydrochloride  for  hypo 
dermic  use,  and  as  an  oxytocic  agent.  Th 
use  of  quinine  or  its  simple  salts  in  any  for: 
for  any  other  purpose  is  prohibited.  Th^ 
regulations  are  announced  in  a  proclamatiod 
issued  by  the  Controller  of  Medical  Requi-^ 
sites.  No  wholesale  chemist  may  sell,  dis- 
pose of,  transfer,  deliver  or  use  any  quinine 
or  its  simple  salts  for  any  purpose,  except 
on  the  authority  of  a  permit  from  the  Con- 
troller of  Medical  Requisites  or  his  author 
ised  officer.  Applications  for  this  purpose 
will  not  be  considered  unless  the  applicant 
furnishes  the  name  of  the  product  and  the 
quantity  to  be  sold,  the  name  of  the  pur 
chaser  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  re 
quired.  If  a  retail  chemist  sells  any  quinine 
or  its  simple  salts  for  the  three  purposes 
for  which  sale  is  permitted  he  must  keep  a 
record  showing  the  name  of  the  product 
used  and  the  quantity  sold,  the  name  of  the 
purchaser  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
required. 

Ban  on  Radio  Advertising  of  Medicines. 

Among  the  clauses  in  a  Broadcasting  Bill 
presented  in  the  Australian  House  of 
Representatives  on  June  4  were  the 
following  :— 

(3)  A  licensee  shall  not  broadcast  adver- 
tisements on  a  Sunday  except  in  such 
manner  and  in  accordance  with  such 
conditions  as  are  prescribed. 

(4)  An  advertisement  relating  to  any 
medicine  shall  not  be  broadcast  unless  the 
text  of  the  proposed  advertising  matter 
has  been  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Director-General  of  Health  or,  on  appeal 
to  the  Minister  under  this  section,  by  the 
Minister. 

(5)  The  Director-General  of  Health  may 
delegate  to  any  medical  officer  of  a  State 
his  power  under  this  section  to  approve  of 
the  text  of  advertising  matter. 

(6)  Any  such  delegation  shall  be  revoc- 
able in  writing  at  will,  and  n©  such  delega- 
tion shall  prevent  the  exercise  of  the  power 
by  the  Director-General  of  Health. 

(7)  Any  person  may  appeal  to  the 
Minister  from  any  decision  of  the  Director- 
General  of  Health  or  a  delegate  of  the 
Director-General  of  Health. 

.  The  Bill  was  carried  after  the  words 
"Except  as  prescribed"  had  been  inserted 
at  the  commencement  of  Clause  4.

minor  inconvenience  attending  shop- 
mg  is  the  salesmanship   (for  want  of  a 
ore   appropriate   word)    of  half-trained 
oung  persons  of  the  female  sex.  Friends  of 
ine  who  are  condemned  to  spend  many 
inutes  waiting  to  be  served  in  shops 
ntimate  that  the  Ulster  president's  "Here 
oday  and  away  tomorrow"  is  inscribed  on 
ne  side  of  the  banner  of  these  girls,  while 
n  the  other  side  may  be  read  with  equal 
lainness  "Take  it  or  leave  it."  The  claim 
hat  the  dispensing  and  supply  of  medicines 
hould  be  reserved  to  pharmacists,  with 
onsequent  refusal  to  consider  any  scheme 
conflict  with  this  attitude,  will  find  a 
esponsive  echo  throughout  the  country, 
eople  who  talk  glibly  of  the  opening  of 
tate  dispensaries  forget  that  it  takes  time 
or   even   an  experienced   pharmacist  to 
rganise  the  smooth  working  of  a  dispensing 
epartment. 

And  in  the  U.S.A. 

Mr.  Herbert  Price's  article,  "  Pharmacy 
m  America"  (p.  634)  forms,  in  a  sense,  a 
pendant  to  your  helpful  advice  to  students 
on  p.  633.  Educational  requirements  in  the 
United  States  are  moving,  we  read,  "to 
the  goal  of  a  four-year  course  for  the  B.Sc. 
(Phar.)  degree."  Startling  though  this 
may  appear,  we  have  to  remember  that 
the  territory  of  the  U.S.A.  is  of  continental 
dimensions,  with  the  result  that  "outlets 
for  graduate  pharmacists  are  more  numer- 
ous than  in  Great  Britain."  This  circum- 
stance is  borne  out  by.  the  reading  of  the 
few  American  papers  that  come  to  me. 
(I  am  not  referring  to  bulky  collections  of 
transatlantic  pictures  picked  up  at  the 
dentist's  or  the  hairdresser's.)  British 
pharmacy  might  well  be  a  gainer  from  a 
closer  knowledge  of  United  States'  methods 
of  study,  for  much  the  same  reason  as  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  gains,  or  may  gain, 
by  compilation  in  association  with  the 


U.S. P.  General  Committee  of  Revision. 
And  the  outcome  of  study?  "Like  his 
English  counterpart,  the  American  druggist 
is  a  pharmacist  by  choice  and  a  merchant 
by  necessity"  ;  but  he  has  "a  higher  social 
standing"  than  pharmacists  in  this  country, 
a  standing  attributed  to  "closer  organisation 
and  pride  of  profession." 

Warts,  Silver  and  the  Moon 

At  this  season  the  thoughts  of  many 
pharmacists  turn  to  remedies  of  earlier  and 
simpler  days.  One  homely  "cure,"  the 
subject  of  a  passage  in  Southey's  whimsical 
book,  "The  Doctor  &c."  (the  "  &c."  is 
part  of  the  title),  is  of  more  than  ordinary 
interest.  Though  the  book  is  fictional, 
this  episode  is  probably  based  on  fact.  In 
Chapter  XIV  the  young  son  of  Daniel  Dove 
confided  to  his  father  that  he  wished  to 
steal  beans  or  raw  beef  for  the  purpose  of 
charming  warts  away.  Dove,  after  laying 
down  the  precept  that  no  "lawful"  charm 
begins  with  theft,  recommended  the  boy  to 
"wash"  his  hands  in  moonshine  caught  in 
a  silver  basin:  "a  cold  moisture  wiU  be 
felt  upon  the  hands,  proceeding  from  the 
cold  and  moist  rays  of  the  moon."  No 
silver  basin  being  obtainable,  the  experi- 
ment was  made  with  a  basin  of  brass  lent 
by  the  local  barber.  After  three  or  four 
months  the  warts  disappeared ;  it  was 
thereupon  agreed  that  the  remedy  was 
effectual,  though  serious  doubts  had  arisen 
during  the  intervening  period.  Pharmacists 
hardly  need  reminding  that  the  synonym 
"lunar  caustic"  for  silver  nitrate  was 
retained  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  till 
1932.  A  lunar  crescent  was  the  alchemical 
symbol  for  silver,  a  metal  credited  with 
beneficial  effects  in  mental  disturbances. 
Preparations  for  internal  administration 
included  lunar  pills,  compounded  of  silver 
nitrate,  musk,  opium  and  camphor,  and  a 
tincture  of  the  moon,  containing  salts  of 
silver  and  copper.  The  survival  of  the 
combined  use  of  moonlight  and  silver  so 
long  after  silver  nitrate  had  become  a  well- 
known  caustic  affords  a  sidelight  on  the 
persistence  of  different  stages  of  mental 
growth  at  the  same  time  in  the  same 
community.  About  forty  years  ago  I  knew 
a  charm  for  warts  which  was  of  the  nature 
of  pure  magic :  the  sufferer  had  simply  to 
report  the  number  of  them  to  a  wise  man 
of  the  neighbourhood,  and  eventually  the 
warts  disappeared.  That,  at  any  rate,  was

IN  the  New  Year  Greeting  messages

If  their  policy  and  endeavours  are  imbued 
with  a  desire  to  maintain  and,  wherever 
possible,  increase  the  services  they  have 
rendered  to  the  Nation  in  the  past,  in  times 
of  peace  and  peril,  the  prestige  they  have 
rightly  enjoyed  will  not  suffer;  rather  will  it 
be  enhanced,  in  the  changes  that  are 
promised  in  future  health  services,  for  there 
can  he  no  substitute  for  pharmacy.

The  Society  was  founded  by  King  James 
the  First  in  161 7 — in  order  to  "provide  for 
the  safety  and  public  good  of  our  Subjects 
and  that  those  perils  and  inconveniences 
daily  happening  by  unskilful,  unexpert, 
deceitful  and  wicked  men  using  the  art 
of  the  Apothecaries  aforesaid  might  the 
better  be  avoided,"  and  was  given  the 
title  of  "  The  Society  of  the  Art  and  Mystery 
of  Apothecaries  of  the  City  of  London." 
Its  Master  and  Wardens  were  authorised

acquired  in  1632,  and  the  "Counsel-House" 
which  now  stands  on  the  site,  incorporating 
some  of  the  Monastery  walls  in  the  present 
structure,  was  built  in  1668. 

For  well  over  300  years  the  Society 
was  largely,  responsible  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  high  standard  in  the  quality 
of  drugs  and  medicines  supplied  to  the 
community ;   a  responsibility  which  is  now 
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shared  by  the  "Retailer,  Wholesaler  and 
Manufkcturer "  for  whom  The  Chemist

As  briefly  noted  in  last  week's  issue  (p.  619),; 
the  fifth  Supplement  to  the  British  Pharma 
ceutical  Codex  recently  made  its  appear 
ance.  It  includes  a  cumulative  index  to  the 
Supplements.  The  main  changes  relate  tq 
certain  preparations  that  formerly  con- 
tained quinine  but  from  the  formula  of 
which  this  alkaloid  or  one  of  its  salts  is 
now  omitted.  The  new  preparations  are 
Syrupus  Ferri  Bromidi  cum  Strychnina 
Liquor  Strychninse  pro  Syrupo  Ferri 
Phosphatis  cum  Strychnina ;  Pilula  Ferri 
Phosphatis  cum  Strychnina ;  Syrupus  Ferri 
Phosphatis  cum  Strychnina;  Tabellas  Ferri 
Phosphatis  cum  Strychnina;  Extractum 
Malti  Liquidum  cum  Strychnina ;  Syrupus 
Hypophosphitum  Compositae ;  Tabellae 
Phosphatum  et  Hypophosphitum  Compo 
sitae ;  Tinctura  Antiperiodica.  Pilulae  Ferri 
et  Zinci  Valerianatum  are  introduced  to 
replace  Pilulae  Ferri  Valerianatis  Compo- 
sitae (Pilulae  Trium  Valerianatum). 


Two  New  Monographs 

In  a  new  paragraph  to  be  inserted  in  the 
monograph  on  Derris  the  diagnostic  micros- 
copical characters  are  described.  Derris 
Praeparata  (derris  or  lonchocarpus  reduced 
to  fine  powder  and  adjusted  to  contain 
not  less  than  1-5  per  cent,  and  not  more 
than  2'5  per  cent,  of  rotenone)  is  the  subject 
of  a  new  monograph ;  so  is  Lonchocarpus 
(cube  root,  timbo  or  .barbasco) .  An  Appli- 
catio  Derridis  is  added.  A  formula  is  given 
for  Pilulae  Podophylli  et  Belladonnae 
(gr-  iV  podophyllum  resin  ;  gr.  \  dry  extract 
of  belladonna ;  and  gr  i  each  aloes  and 
liquorice).  A  few  amendments  in  the 
section  on  Surgical  Dressings  concern  items 
in  whose  composition  rubber  is  used.  Thus 
the  requirement  "prepared  with  best  Para 
rubber"  is  deleted  from  Curatio  Normalis: 
Emplastrum  Adhesivum ;  Emplastrum 
Zinci  Oxidi ;  and  Ligamentum  Elasticum 
Adhesivum.  Synthetic  rubber  is  now 
permitted  in  the  preparation  of  Battista 
and  Jaconettum,  and  the  single  require- 
ment "vulcanised"  replaces  the  phrase 
"  'heat  vulcanised'  and  not  'cold  cured.'"

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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Lactic  Acid  Supplies. — When  Sir  E. 
Graham-Little  asked  the  Minister  of 
Supply  on  December  17  on  what  grounds 
the  Miscellaneous  Chemicals  Control  had 
refused  supplies  of  lactic  acid  for  the 
manufacture  of  lactic  sugar  for  medicinal 
purposes,  although  this  chemical  was  not  in 
short  supply  and  was  available  for  other 
purposes,  Mr.  Peat,  for  the  Minister,  stated 
that  an  application  for  supplies"  of  lactic 
acid  for  the  manufacture  of  lactic  sugar  had 
been  made  by  one  firm.  The  available 
supplies  of  lactic  acid  were  required  for 
other  and  essential  purposes,  and  the 
application  was  refused,  after  consultation 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  as  not  being 
for  a  purpose  essential  in  the  national 
iiiterest. 

Post-war  Export  Trade. — Dr.  Russell 
Thomas  asked  the  Secretary  to  the  Overseas 
Trade  Department  on  December  17  whether 
he  had  considered  plan  for  co-operative 
selling  for  export  after  the  war  that  had 
been  sent  to  him. 

The  Secretary,  Department  of  Overseas 
Trade  (Mr.  Harcourt  Johnstone)  :  The 
Committee  under  my  chairmanship  is 
examining  all  problems  likely  to  affect  our 
export  trade  after  the  war.  Attention  has 
been  given  to  methods  of  joint  marketing 
on  the  lines  referred  to  by  my  hon.  Friend. 
From  discussions  that  have  already  taken 
place  between  my  Department  and  export 
industries  there  is  evidence  that  many 
industries  propose  to  examine,  in  con- 
nexion with  their  post-war  plans,  whether 
this  form  of  co-operative  selling  can,  with 
advantage,  either  be  adopted  or  extended.  ' 

Insulin  for  Poor  Persons. — Asked  by 
Mr.  George  Griffiths  on  December  17  what 
arrangements  existed  outside  the  Poor 
Law  for  enabling  persons  suffering  from 
diabetes  to  obtain  insulin  free  or  at  reduced 
prices,  the  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  E. 
Brown)  said  that  a  person  who  was  insured 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts 
was  entitled  to  obtain  insulin  as  a  part  of 
his  medical  benefit  if  it  was  prescribed  by 
the  doctor  attending  him.  Local  education 
authorities  might  provide  insulin  free  or  at 
reduced  rates  for  children  and  young 
persons  attending  schools  and  educational 
institutions  if  the  necessary  sanction  to 
this  arrangement  had  been  obtained;  a 
general  sanction  was  now  being  given. 
Local  authorities  had  power,  with  the 
Minister's  approval,  to  provide  temporary 


supplies  of  insulin  for  the  poorer  inhabitant 
of  their  districts,  and  he  was  issuing  ; 
circular  drawing  attention  to  this  power  an( 
conveying  his  approval  to  its  exercise  fo 
the  period  of  the  war. 

Call-up  of  Women  in  Retail  Trades. — Mi 

Butcher  asked  the  Minister  of  Labour  o; 
December  17  whether  he  was  now  in  ; 
position  to  make  a  statement  regardin 
further  withdrawals  of  labour  from  th 
retail  non-food  distributive  trades. 

Mr.  Bevin :  In  view  of  the  number  c 
women  urgently  required  for  the  Service 
and  for  vital  war  industry,  I  have  decided 
in  agreement  with  my  right  hon.  Frien 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  an 
after  consultation  with  the  Central  Advisor 
Panel  for  the  Retail  Distributive  Trade 
(other  than  food  and  coal)  that,  in  additio 
to  the  withdrawals  which  have  alread 
taken  place,  all  women  born  on  or  afte 
January  i,  1907,  should  be  withdrawn  froi 
those  trades,  and  that  in  certain  specific 
sections  of  the  industry  the  withdrawE 
should  extend  to  women  born  on  or  afte 
January  i,  1897.  A  limited  period  c 
retention  up  to  six  months  may  be  grante 
to  women  whose  withdrawal  would  resu. 
in  the  closing  down  of  the  business  or  branc 
of  the  business  in  which  they  are  employee 
It  will  be  further  open  to  an  employee  t 
represent  that  exceptional  hardship,  whic 
may  include  hardship  to  the  employe:

Employees  making  representations  on  hare 
ship  grounds  will  be  informed  that  the 
may  appeal  to  the  local  appeal  board  an 
may  be  accompanied  to  the  hearing  at  tl 
board  by  their  employers.

V  Compendium  of  Information 

The  sixty-four  editorial  pages  contain 
nany  of  the  usual  standard  pharmacy 
eatures  and,  of  course,  there  is  a  substan- 
ial  amount  of  letterpress  concerning  war- 
ime  trade  regulations.  While  there  are 
ome  nice  points  in  connexion  with  the 
^'harmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941,  yet  to

Other  commercial  items  that  fol- 
low include  articles  on  the  Limitation  of 
Supplies,  Price-regulated  goods,  Import 
Duties  Act,  1^32  (with  list  of  goods  liable 
to  this  duty),  and  two  pages  in  tabulated 
form  on  other  import  duties. 

Special  Features 

Special  articles  introduced  this  year 
include  .  Registration  of  Business  Names, 
Patents  and  Trade  Marks,  Chemical  Plant 
Symbols,  United  Kingdom-Eire  Trade 
Agreements,  and  the  Commercial  Airgraph 
Service.  The  list  of  Public  Offices  and 
Associations  has  been  substantially  in- 
creased and  includes  the  addresses  and  other 
details  of  Government  war-time  depart- 
ments. The  fifty-two-page  Diary,  which 
is  accompanied  by  a  one-page  calendar  for 
1943  and  1944  and  by  two  pages  of  postal 
information,  is  a  regular  feature.  We  are 
aware  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  useful 
and  most  used  items  in  the  publication. 
Finally,  we  must  refer  to  the  hundred-page 
"Buyers'  Guide."  With  the  stoppage  of 
circulation  of  most  trade  price  lists  and 
catalogues,  we  realised  that  the  C.  &^  D. 
list  would  be  welcomed  more  than  ever  this 
year.  In  its  present  substantially  enlarged 
form  it  is,  we  believe,  the  most  comprehen- 
sive trade  list  available  to  the  drug  trade.

SOFT  DRINK 

The  Ministry  of  Food  announces  that 
deliveries  of  soft  drinks  by  manufacturers 
will  be  restricted  from  January  i,  1943.  All 
licensed  manufacturers  will  receive  before 
that  date  a  Direction  stating  the  maximum 
quantity  they  will  be  be  permitted  to  make 
or  to  deliver  in  January.  The  restriction 
will  not  apply  to  lemonade  powders  and 
crystals  or  to  unfermented  apple  juice,  but 
will  apply  to  non-alcoholic  cider.  The  total 
deliveries  by  the  industry  as  a  whole  in 
January  will  be  approximately  two-thirds 
of  the  present  average  monthly  deliveries. 
The  range  of  permitted  varieties  of  soft 
drinks  will  be  restricted.  The  only  varieties 
for  which  provision  is  being  made  are  the 
following : — 

Mineral  Waters  [carbonated  beverages). — Gin- 
ger beer,  fruit  cup,  ginger  ale,  lemonade, 
limeade,  orangeade,  soda  water  and  sparkling 
special.  (Sparkling  special  may  be  any  other 
flavour  or  mixture  of  flavours  recognised  as  being 
used  for  carbonated  soft  drinks ;  no  mention 
will  be  made  of  the  flavour  used.) 

Cordials. — Lime  flavour  cordial,  orange  fla- 
vour cordial,  ginger  cordial,  elderberry  flavour 
cordial,  blackcurrant  flavour  cordial,  speciality 
flavour  cordial,  peppermint  cordial  and  lemon 
flavour  cordial.  (The  speciality  flavour  cordial 
may  be  any  other  recognised  flavour  or  mixture

Association)  was  in  the  chair  at  a  hmcheon 
that  followed  the  recent  annual  meeting 
of  Irish  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.  (see  C.  D., 
December  12,  p.  598).  Mr.  Meagher,  in  pro- 
posing-the  toast  "Irish  Pharmaceuticals, 
Ltd,"  said  that  during  the  present  shortage 
of  supplies  he  was  sure  there  was  hardly  a 
chemist  in  the  country  who  had  not  to 
bless  the  day  the  company  was  founded. 
It  was  proper  he  should  allude  by  name  to 
the  men  responsible  as  directors,  founders, 
and  workers.  First  on  this  list  they  had  the 
managing  director  and  chairman  (Mr. 
McCauley).    Next  came  Drs.  Cassin  and

Magnier.  He  had  almost  omitted  Mr. 
Cahill.  Mr.  Cahill  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  company  with  Messrs.  P.  F.  McGrath, 
C.  J.  Cremen,  A.  C.  Boles,  and  the  late  Tim 
Costelloe.  Mr.  McCauley,  replying,  said 
it  was  much  more  than  ten  years  ago  that 
he  had  first  envisaged  an  all- Irish  firm  of 
manufacturing  chemists,  such  as  they  had 
today  in  I.P.L.  Were  it  not  for  the  Order 
restricting  the  payment  of  dividends  to  the 
pre-war  standard  they  could  give  a  hand- 
some return  to  their  shareholders  for  the 
financial  year.  "I  am  quite  satisfied  that 
in  their  present  form  both  restriction  of 
dividends  and  excess  profit  tax  are  most 
unfair  to  young  industries."  The  all-Irish 
firms  in  general  had  stood  up  to  war  con- 
ditions much  better  than  branches  of 
external  firms.  Mr.  Cahill,  supporting 
Mr.  McCauley,  recalled  that  ten  or  fifteen 
years  ago,  when  he  had  tried  to  dress  the 
windows  of  his  pharmacy  with  Irish-made 
goods,  he  had  found  it  difficult  to  get 
sufficient  to  fill  the  windows.  It  was 
doubtful  if  the  three  windows  of  his  former 
pharmacy  at  Whitehall  would  be  able  to 
hold  all  the  goods  turned  out  at  home 


today.  All  the  credit  for  that  must  go  to 
one  man — Sam  McCauley.  Mr.  P.  F, 
McGrath,  M.P.S.L,  said  the  balance  sheet 
that  day  showed  there  was  a  possibility 
of  Irish  investors  getting  a  decent  return 
from  a  native  company.  Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill 
M.P.S.L,  Blackrock,  said  they  should 
remember  they  were  selling  Irish  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  not  because  of  them 
selves,  but  because  they  were  giving  £ 
good  article.  Messrs.  J.  K.,  Whelehan, 
M.C.P.S.L,  Mullingar,  P.  A.  Brady 
M.C.P.S.L,  E.  Hassett,  M.P.S.L,  Wexford, 
R.  French,  M.P.S.L,  New  Ross,  T. 
Burke,  M.P.S.L,  Clontarf,  M.  Mahoney 
M.P.S.L,  Kilkenny,  and  J.  Gleeson 
(president.  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land) also  praised  the  company's  activities 
Mr.  Meagher,  replying  to  the  various 
speakers,  said  the,  idea  had  got  abroad  that 
Irish  Pharmaceuticals  worked  in  a  position 
of  great  privilege,  but  that  was  not  so 
Mr.  M.  J.  O'RouRKE,  M.P.S.I.  (chairman 
Dun  La'oghaire  Borough  Council),  urged 
that  they  should  have  more  propaganda 
to  make  known  the  merits  of  Irish-made 
goods.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Meagher 
as  chairman  was  passed  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  McCauley. 

COMMERCIAL  NOTES 

Olive  Oil  Production  in  Tunisia. — It  is 

unofficially  estimated  that  production  of 
edible  olive  oil  in  Tunisia  during  1941-42 
amounted  to  25,000  metric  tons. 

Mexico  Exports  Essential  Oils. — Accord 
ing  to  American  sources  Mexico  exported 
during  the  first  ten  months  of  1941  essential 
oils  extracted  from  fruits  to  the  value  of 
288,624  pesos.  Oil  of  linaloe  exported 
during  the  same  period  was  valued  at 
225,445  pesos. 

French  Oceania  Vanilla  Beans.— The  1942 
vanilla  bean  crop  of  French  Oceania  is 
unofficially  estimated  at  120  tons,  accordin 
to  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce.  During  the  April- June  quarter 
of  1942  about  30,500  kilos  of  vanilla  were 
shipped  from  Papeete.  Practically  the 
entire  amount  was  carried  over  from  the 
preceding  quarter,  as  no  shipments  were 
made  during  that  period.  In  fact,  the 
quantity  is  about  one-and-a-half  tons  less 
than  the  amount  estimated  as  being  held 
for  shipment  at  the  end  of  the  January- 
March  quarter.

N  the  High  Court,  DubHn,  on  December  i, 
lefore  Mr.  Justice  Hanna,  the  hearing 
)egan  of  an  action  brought  by  Hugh 
*lcElhinney,  registered  druggist,  Bilton 
^rove,  Dundrum,  co.  Dublin,  against 
smond  &  Son  (Dublin),  Ltd.,  manufactur- 
ng  chemists,  8-13  Little  Ship  Street, 
ublin,  to  recover  the  sum  of  £1,^1 alleged 
o  have  been  due  to  Mr.  McElhinney  for 
ervices  rendered  by  him  as  manager, 

Mr.  McElhinney  averred  that  on  Janu- 
iry  I,  1933,  he  was  appointed  a  traveller  by 
Messrs.  Osmond,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the 
iirectors  on  March  i,  1934,  was  by 
resolution  appointed  manager  on  the  terms 
that  for  this  duty  his  remuneration  would 
be  such  as  might  be  fixed  from  time  to  time 
without  prejudice  to  the  agreement  ap- 
pointing him  a  traveller.  No  remuneration, 
tie  declared,  was  fixed  for  him  as  manager 
although  the  directors  were  repeatedly 
requested  to  do  so.  On  December  3,  1941, 
tie  resigned  from  his  position  as  manager  and 
traveller.  In  their  defence  Messrs.  Osmond 
admitted  that  Mr.  McElhinney  was  ap- 
pointed manager  on  March  i,  1934,  ^^^^ 
that  it  was  provided  that  his  remuneration 
should  be  fixed  from  time  to  time.  Mr. 
McElhinney  was  a  whole-time  servant  of 
the  company  as  commercial  traveller,  and 
it  was  not  intended  to  impose  on  him  any 
additional  duties  other  than  that  of  super- 
vision while  holding  the  office  of  manager. 

Mr.  James  J.  Kerr,  Registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  gave 
evidence  of  replies  to  statutory  letters  sent 
to  the  company  as  to  who  was  manager  for 
the  purposes  of  Section  1 7  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act.  He  received  replies  at  different  dates 
that  Mr.  McElhinney,  Mr.  Irwin,  and 
Mr.  W.  Henry  Ridd  were  managers. 


Director's  Evidence 

James  Marshall,  a  director  of  Osmond  & 
Son,  Ltd.,  Grimsby,  who  was  made  a  direc- 
tor of  the  Dublin  company  this  year  on  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  McElhinney,  said  he 
had  many  business  conversations  with  Mr. 
McElhinney  since  1932.  He  regarded  him 
as  a  director  but  never  looked  upon  him  as 
manager. 

Mr.  Justice  Hanna  said  that  on  the 
figures  given  in  evidence  Mr.  McElhinney's 
remuneration  over  a  period  of  six  years 
averaged  ^^350  a  year. 

Mr.  Marnan,  for  the  defence,  described 
Mr.  McElhinney's  appointment  as  manager 
in  the  first  instance  "as  merely  a  piece  of 


window  dressing."  He  was  made  a  titular 
manager  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Mr.  Justice  Hanna :  What  do  you  say  is 
window  dressing  ?  Mr.  Marnan :  The 
creation  of  a  manager  for  the  purpose  of 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  but  not  for  the  performance 
of  the  ordinary  managerial  duties. 

Judgment 

Giving  judgment,  Mr.  Justice  Hanna 
said  he  thought  both  parties  in  the  case ' 
were  to  blame  for  the  present  situation. 
He  was  satisfied  on  the  evidence  that 
Mr.  McElhinney  did  mak^  claims  to 
Mr.  Ellis,  the  secretary,  that  his  remunera- 
tion should  be  fixed  once  and  for  all, 
and  that  Mr.  Ellis  had  put  him  off.  It 
was  unfortunate  that  Mr.  Osmond  was 
not  in  Court,  and  that  the  only  representa- 
tive of  the  company  was  Mr.  Marshall. 
There  might  be  some  excuse  for  Mr. 
McElhinney  but  there  was  none  for  the 
conduct  of  the  company.  The  minute  of 
March  i,  1934,  stated  that  Mr.  McElhinney 
was  "to  be  appointed  manager  of  the 
company,  his  remuneration  for  this  duty 
to  be  such  as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to 
time  without  prejudice  to  bis  agreement 
of  January  i,  1933."  He  could  not  accept 
the  view  put  forward  by  counsel  for  the 
company  that  this  appointment  was  merely 
window  dressing.  Under  Section  17  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  the  company  had  to  employ 
a  qualified  person  as  manager  for  the 
sale  of  poisons.  Matters  came  to  a  head 
when  Mr.  McElhinney  could  not  con- 
tinue on  his  meagre  salary  and  resigned 
on  December  3,  1941.  Before  retiring, 
however,  he  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr.  Osmond, 
and  in  his  view  some  effort  might  have  been 
made  even  then  to  come  to  an  arrangement 
with  him.  Having  gone  through  the  list  of 
the  various  duties  relied  on  by  Mr. 
McElhinney  he  could  not  see  that  any  of 
them  was  strictly  the  work  of  a  commercial 
traveller,  and  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  had  done  work  as  a  manager  distinct 
from  what  he  had  done  earlier  as  a  com- 
mercial traveller  or  a  director.  If  the 
company  had  got  to  close  quarters  with 
Mr.  McElhinney  he  was  sure  he  would  have 
been  quite  satisfied  if  he  got  £1  a  week 
extra  for  this  work.  Accordingly  if  he  took 
an  average  of  ^50  for  the  six  years  for  which 
he  could  recover  he  was  entitled  to  ;^3oo. 
He  would  give  judgment  for  that  amount.

The  approach  of  the  Christmas  hoUdays, 
even  in  war-time,  means  a  considerable 
decline  in  business,  and  it  is  unlikely  that 
market  activities  will  be  resumed  to  any 
appreciable  extent  until  after  the  turn  of 
the  year.  The  general  tone,  however, 
continues  steady,  and  price  changes  have 
been  remarkably  few.  In  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemicals  markets,  reports  to  hand 
indicate  that  the  demand  has  been  little 
more  than  routine,  but  supplies  continue 
restricted  in  many  instances.  Few  important 
price  changes  have  occurred  during  the 
week.  Business  in  the  Crude  Drugs 
section  has  been  extremely  quiet,  with 
values  fully  steady  in  most  items.  Curagao 
Aloes  has  again  been  in  fair  inquiry,  but 
no  business  has  been  reported.  Antimony 
is  unchanged,  both  in  price  and  in  the 
supply  position.  No  variations  have 
occurred  in  prices  of  Balsams.  A  good  deal 
of  request  has  been  noted  for  Benzoin, 
stocks  of  which  are  becoming  depleted  in 
the  absence  of  forward  supplies.  Camphor 
has  again  been  slow  of  sale.  As  noted  last 
week,  shipment  prices  of  Cardamoms  are 
firmer.  Steady  conditions  obtain  for 
Digitalis  leaves.  Ergot  appears  to  be 
unwanted,  and  little  business  has  been 
done.  There  is  a  steady  demand  for  Gum 
acacia,  but  no  price  movements  have 
occurred.  Spot  quotations  for  Matto 
Grosso  Ipecacuanha  are  at  the  rather 
higher  levels  recently  recorded,  but  prices 
vary  considerably  according  to  test  and 
holder.  Supplies  of  Rhubarb  are  becoming 
more  restricted,  but  no  price  changes  have 
been  noted.  Business  in  Seeds  is  negligible. 
The  market  for  Essential  Oils,  though 
steady,  has  experienced  little  activity 
during  the  week  and  there  are  no  price 
changes  of  importance  to  record.  Anise 
(star)  remains  difficult  to  locate,  but  a 
few  drums  may  be  had  from  regular 
dealers.  Supplies  of  Bay  are  not  plentiful, 
but  the  spot  price  shows  no  change.  English 
distillers'  prices  for  Clove  are  steady  at 
the  level  recently  recorded.  Spot  supplies 
of  Palmarosa  are  in  small  compass. 
Chinese  Peppermint  remains  in  good 
demand,  but  spot  siipplies  are  inadequate 
to  meet  all  requrements.  Existing  official 
prices  for  Oils  and  Fats  are  unchanged.

I  am  all  for  give  and  take  in  all 
lings,  and  I  think  it  is  time  that  the 
ublic  and  others  were  made  to  realise 
lat  shop  workers  are  their  fellow  humans, 
ho  desire  just  as  much  as  they  do  to  live 
full  life  made  up  of  work  and  leisure, 
am  willing  to  do  my  share  of  work  in  this 
orld,  but  am  certainly  not  going  to  work 
11  day  and  every  day  in  order  to  let  the 
ext  man  have  every  week-end  in  which  to 
lax.  How  many  chemists  know  what  it 
like  to  enjoy  the  relaxation  of  a  week-end 
way  from  work?  Very  few.  By  all  means 
Ive  a  dispensing  service  to  the  public, 
wenty-four  hours  a  day  if  necessary,  but 
top  the  farce  of  opening  every  shop  from 
ohn  O'Groats  to  Land's  End.  Now  that 
or  great  men  are  promising  "equal  oppor- 


tunities for  all"  after  the  war,  it's  up  to 
us  to  show  them  that  the  people  who  give 
service  to  the  wonderful  public  are  just 
as  much  part  of  the  public  as  everyone 
else.

Heat  Cramp. — R.  D. — According  to 
Gaddum's  "  Pharmacology,"  stoker's  cramp, 
i.e.  twitching  of  the  muscles,  particularly 
the  abdominal  muscles,  and  convulsions 
accompanied  by  dizziness  and  increased 
perspiration,  is  due  to  deficiency  of  sodium 
chloride,  and  can  be  prevented  by  making 
the  stoker  drink  i  per  cent,  sodium  chloride 
instead  of  water.  Hutchison's  "Index  of 
Treatment"  states  that  for  heat  cramp, 
which  affects  stokers,  miners  and  others  who 
work  in  intense  heat  with  excessive  sweat- 
ing, the  best  remedy  is  the  drinking  of  large 
quantities  of  o-2  per  cent,  salt  solution.

The  principal  constituent  of  the  second 
recipe  is  ammonia  o-88o,  but  if  supplied 
per  se  it  must  be  diluted,  usually  equal  parts. 
It  has  been  proved  that  ammonia  is  the 
best  medium  for  treating  the  keratin  of  the 
hair  and  creating  the  most  permanent  wave. 
For  short  hair  it  is  used  in  conjunction 
with  a  sachet  shaped  like  an  envelope  with 
ungummed  flaps.  In  the  centre  is  fastened 
a  piece  of  lint,  3  in.  by  2  in.,  impregnated 
with  boric  acid  (not  pink  boric  lint,  as 
although  that  would  serve  the  purposei  t 
would  disclose  the  secret).  This  pad  is 
damped  with  the  ammonia  and  the  hair 
wrapped  in  it  before  being  wound  round  the 
spindle. 

Hot  Water  Bottles  for  Hospitals.— IF.  W. 

— The  procedure  is  as  follows  :  The  hospital 
must  apply  to  the  Director  of  Medical 
Supplies,  Ministry  of  Supply,  Tothill  Street, 
London,  S.W.i,  for  Form  M.S.  126,  must 
complete  this  and  return  it  through  the 
retailer,  who  then  advises  the  Director  of 
Medical  Supplies  of  the  name  of  his  supplier, 
together  with  details  of  any  outstanding 
orders  not  yet  complete.  If  approved,  the 
makers  will  then  be  licensed  to  supply  the 
hot  water  bottles  to  the  retailer  for  delivery 
to  the  hospital.
